The heads of 
the big companies still insist they are oper- 
ating as semi-charitable organizations and 
are selling their product to the public at a 
loss. | 
It is asserted prices de advanced, prob- 
ably 1 cent a quart, regardless of the action 
of the jury today. That such a move 
even should be contemplated at this time is 
taken as evidence that the members of the 
combination feel secure in the belief that no 
evidence of a trust, such as would hold in 
court, has been discovered. 


No Boost Until Next Fall. 

Whatever the fresh boost in mitk prices 
may be, it is pretty certain it will not come 
before next fall. Contracts under which the 
farmers sell their milk to the members of the 
dealers’ association will hold good until fall, 
and, consequently, there will be no change in 
the cost to the milk companies a that 
time —if there is one then.

Jurymen Are at Odds. 


The decided difference of opinion among 
the members of the grand jury regarding 
the guilt or Innocence of the accused milk 
dealers became evident early in the day 
when they requested that four members 
of the dealers’ organization be summoned 
to reappear before them to explain certain 
matters which had not been mede suf- 
ficiently plain to them. 

The witnesses who were recalled were: 
President John H. Marsh, local superin- 
tendent for the Borden concern; W..B. Wan- 
zer of the Sidney Wanzer Dairy company, 
Andrew Sells of P. A. Newton & Bro., and 
George Chappell of the Kee & Chapell Dairy 
company. 

None of these witnesses was.detained long 
by the grand jury, being questioned upon 
subjects which previously had been gone 
over by State's Attorney Healy in his first 
examination of the witnesses. Then came 
President W. J. Rogers of the sh, e com- 
pany, who came to Chicago from New York 
Thursday, for the express purpose of ex- 
plaining that bis company. instead of being 
a criminal trust, was serving the public 
in Chicago without profit. 


Denies There Is “Milk Trust.” 


“There is no milk trust,“ he indignantly 
denied when he left the jury room. There 
never has been.

Court System of New York. 
POLICE WORK IS UNDONE. 


Sentenes of Captain for Taking Bank- 
er's Picture Brings Charge.

New York, Deo. 20.—[{Special.}—Police 
Commissioner Bingham le angry at the 
prison sentence for contempt of court im- 
posed on Acting Capt. Kuehne by Supreme 
Court Justice Butts for measuring Banker 
Frank Jenkins by the Bertillon system. Com- 
missioner Bingham tonight assailed the court 
system of greater New York in a bitter at- 
tack, declaring the evil powers held sway in 
the city. 

After having a Kkuehne's sen- 
tence Bingham branched out from his par- 
ticular grievances to a heart to heart talk on 
the conditions in the police department in 
general, winding up with thia widespread 
charge against the existing affairs: 

Beware of the Criminale “on Top.” 

“That the criminal class fe on the top and 
is carrying everything possible before it with 
a high hand is beyond successful contradic- 
tion, and the sooner the better class of so- 
clety wakes up to this fact the quicker will 
the remedy come. 

When I say the city is in the hands of 
criminals I do not necessarily mean the 
hands of convicted criminals, but I do say 
that many of those persons who are supposed 
to carry out the law are in absolute accord 
that none of their clique shall feel the hand 
of the law. Arrests are made by honest po- 
licemen and the offenders are taken before 
magistrates who are under political infiu- 
ences, Despite the evidence there is a man 
higher up who sees to it that the case does 
not get any farther, and the prisoner is dis- 
missed. This ie great encouragement to the 
policeman, don’t you think? 


“Obtain Money; Serve Givers.” 

“Then there were cases in the courts 
higher up. Who can say there are not 
justices and judges on the bench who have 
not, at one time or another, if not actually 
at the present moment, represented men of 
money who practically own them, to whose 
interest it is to favor their former clients? 

Mind you, I do not mean to say that we 
have a corrupt bench as a whole, but a blind 
man can see the reasons for some things. 

„The police department m not understood 
by the people. The police are damned on 
every side. I am damned. Everybody around 
here, even the office cat is damned. 

“But all they have been able to accom- 
plish, so far as I am concerned, is to make 
me determined to stick it out. They have 
tried to mo out of this office in more ways

SEEKS 


American. Ambassador Says Nations 
Must Unite to Advance Work. 


TOKIO, Dec. 20,—The duty of América and 
Japan in working together to fulfill the prom- 
ise of the importance of trade in the Pacific 
was emphasized in an address by American 
Ambassador Thomas J. O’Brien. The am- 
bassador was . as guest of honor at 
the banquet of the American Friends’ ass>- 
ciation. 

Mr. O'Brien said the Pacific was intended 
to serve as a great highway for the use of 
mankind; as a highway it must be main- 
tained, and the responsibility of securing its 
fréedom rested upon Japan and America. 
It was true that America’s responsibility was 
the heavier, because of its more extensive 
area and population. 


“Neither Covets Other's Goods.“ 

The United States,“ he continued, has 
nothing that Japan cares to take or buy. On 
the other hand, the United States has no wish 
to own any of the fair acres of Japan. Bach 
ean continue to develop its respective re- 
sources and thus exhibit themselves to the 
nations of the world, not only as models of 
the highest civilization but also as providing 
an untrammeled way to come and go in the 
exchange of the products. 

The purposes and plans of the Japanese 
people mo one can question or doubt, and it 
otght not to be necessary to continue the 
repetition of dénials from sources of the 
highest authority in both countries that noth- 
ing exists between them except harmony and 


good WIII.“ 


Jap Leader Replies in Kind. 

Count Kaneko, the head of the movement 
for an international exposition to be held 
here in 1912 and president of the American 
Friends association, carried out Mr. 
O’ Brien’s statements in fully as enthusiastic 
language. 

He said the society was organized for the 
purpose of having it become an intellectual 
bridge connecting the Pacific coasts of two 
nations who had assumed the joint responsi- 
bility of maintaining peace on the Pacific, 
therefore the greater the naval power of 
America the less would be the burden of 
Japan. The fact that Japan had announced 
an exposition to take piace in 1912 was a 
declaration of Japan’s desire to seek peace 
with all countries in the world. 

President Roosevelt,“ declared Kaneko, 
is the warmest and greatest friend of 
Japan. This is the general feeling through- 
out Japan, and the nation extends its warm- 
est gratitude to the American nation.“

Home Office Consents to Disinter- 
ment After Christmas. 


WITNESS TELLS OF DEATH. 


Saw T. C. Druce Expire and Helped 
to Lay Him Ont. 


(BY! CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE?) 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The home office™with 
the consent of Herbert Druce, has agreed to 
the opening of the Druce family vault at 
Highgate cemetery soon after Christmas. 

When the hearing of the perjury case was 
resumed today Mrs. Catherine Bailey, who 
testified last Monday that she held T. C. 
Druce’s hand as he Wied, was recalled and 
cross examined. She said she entered the 
service of Mrs. T. C. Druce in 1845, when 
the Druces were living at Brompton terrace. 
Mr. Druce went out in the morning and re- 
turned at night. From 1845 to 1864, so far 
as she remembered, he never slept away from 
home. She often went to the Baker street 
bazaar and took his lunch to him there regu- 
larly during one period. 

Druce told her he was born near Oxford, 
the name of the place she had forgotten. 
She was present when Mrs. Druce died in 
Brighton in 1893. In her will Mrs.” Druce 
left her $2,000. She had received $5 weekly 
from the defendant for the last two years. 
He also had provided her with a nurse. She 
heard the rumor about the mock funeral 
at the time Mr. Druce died. There was no 
truth in it. She saw Mr. Druce die. All 
members of the Druce family were in the 
house at the time, but none wae present at 


the actual death. 
Mrs. Bailey further testified that she and 


Dr. Shaw laid out the body. Defendant Her- 


bert Druce was present.

It is understood she was much 
more reserved in her statements today than 
at the former trial. 

Count Kuno von Moltke, who was present 
throughout the session, also is said to have 
been examined. When he left the court he 


looked far more cheerful than had been the 


case hitherto. 

The only witness heard openly was Col. 
Otto von Moltke. a cousin of Count Kuno von 
Moitke. He spoke with much emotion of 
his twenty-five years’ friendship with the co- 
plaintiff. They had commanded squadrons 
of the same life guard regiment at Breslau. 
After he left the army the colonel was often 
the guest of Count Kuno in Berlin. He be- 
lMeved, he sald, that he knew him better than 
any one else. He was always popular with 
his officers and men. His cousin, the colonel 
continued, was a man who exerted an ele- 
vating influence upon those he met rather 
than a lowering one. 


Harden Refused, to Fight. 

The colonel had observed Count Kuno’s 
friendship with Prince Philip su Eulenburg 
on the occasion of the various visits both of 
them had made to the prince at his castle 
at Liebenburg, but he never gained the im- 
pression that the relations between the two 
men were other than what was to be ex- 
pected in an ordinary friendship. 

The colonel admitted that Count Rund had 
handed in his resignation on May 11. He 
declared he had taken his cousin’s word of 
honor to Harden denying the insinuation 
published in Die Zukunft. Harden had not 
accepted this communication, and the count 
then formally challenged him to fight a duel 
on foreign soil. Harden declined this pro- 
posal by à letter. 


Further Hearings in Secret. ,

PAQUIN, THE DRESSMAKER, 
CLOSES LIFE IN PARIS. 


Famous Costumer Dies After a Long 
Career Devoted Entirely to the 
Adornment of Women. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—M. Paquin, the famous 
dressmaker, is dead. 


M. Paquin was one of the most noted cos- 
tumers in the world. He was wrapped up in 
his profession and never counted lost hours 
and days given to the designing of some new 

“ creation ’’ by which he could correct what 
he considered the imperfections of a patron’s 
figure and enable her to appéar as one pos- 
sessed of an ideal form.“ 

He was a rabid opponent of the practice of 
lacing by women. He contended that the 
true purpose of the corset was to make up 
the want of fullness in the waist or bust of 
women, and that when they took on the 
“wasp korm they were an abomination. 

One of M. Paquin's chief delights was to 
find a patron that other costumers consid- 
ered too tall or short, or stout or slender. to 
appear to advantage, no matter how expen- 
sive her garb. He boasted of his ability to 
make beautiful women, handsomely 
gowned,“ out of discouraged patrons of his 
rivals. 

M. Paquin was inordinately vain. He de- 
lighted to be talked of. His diversion from 
business cares was his stable of racing 
horses. 

He was 4 chevalier of the Legion of Honor.

James H. Oliphant, Head 
of New York Firm. 


FORTUNE MELTS IN YEAR. 


Suicide, Who Dropped $80,000, 
Uses Pistol When Loan 
Is Denied. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[{Special.}—James H. 
Oliphant, the head of one of the oldest and 
most successful exchange houses, was shot 
down in his office at 20 Broad street this after- 
noon by Dr. Charles A. Geiger of Beaufort, 
South Carolina: Dr. Geiger killed himself 
the next instant, putting a- bullet into his 
brain. 

Oliphant was taken to the Hudgon street 
hospital, where he died at midnight. The 
bullet penetrated the larger intestine, and 
hope for his recovery was abandoned as 
goon as the nature of the wound was dis- 
closed. 

Dr. Geiger for more then a year had been 
a moet juckless trader with the firm of James 
H. Oliphant & Co., which wae composed of 
the senior Oliphant, J. Norris Oliphant, his 
son, Alfred L. Norris, and Floyd W. Mundy. 


Lost $80,000 in Year. 

When Geiger began to speculate with the 
Oliphant firm on Sept. 25, 1906, he was worth 
perhaps $75,000. When the police carried 
his body out of 20 Broad street this after- 
noon through a narrow lane of reserves cut 
in a crowd of 10,000 people, he was worse 
than stone broke. 

The coroner, who went over with an ob- 
servant eye the bundle of letters, account 
books, slips which represented his daily 
operations with his brokers, and sheets of 
figures Wherein he had set down his profite 
and losses, came to the conclusion that Dr. 
Geiger had lost $80,000 in a little more than 
@ year, and that when he went to Oliphant’'s 
office today he was no better than a cragy 
man. In any case, his health was poor, he 
was addicted to the use of morphine, and his 
correspondence indicated that he believed he 
had been badly used. 

Dr. Geiger went down to Broad street this 
morning at 10:30 o'clock to chat with James 
H. Oliphant about his affairs. 


Waits Long to Shoot. 
Oliphant talked to Dr. Geiger for two hours, 
explaining that ger not only had no money 
to his credit with their firm but he owed 
James H. Oliphant & Co. about $5,000. At 
12:30 Mr. Oliphant,. having a luncheon en- 
gagement, excused himself and left the office. 
When he returned a few minutes past 2 
o’clock Dr. Geiger was watting for him. 
Oliphant took Geiger into a small private 
room. What followed then Mr. Oliphant re- 


lated briefly to the coroner. 
“Dr. Geiger asked me to buy more stock 
for him. without his putting up that extra 
margin. I refused because his collateral 
wes exhausted and he owed us considerable 
money. I told him the best I could do for him 
was to keep his account open for a month. 
„He said sharply, Is that all you are going 
to do for me? I said, That's all,’ and started

“ Before I had time to take one step he 
had a pistol out of his pocket close to my 
stomach and fired without another word. 
After that I remember hearing two shots 
and wondered dimly if Geiger hed shot me 
again or himself.” 


Panic in Financial District. 


Wireless could not operate faster than the 
news of the shooting ran through the Wall 
street district. In a minute the halis of the 
building were jammed. One story that 
fiashed through the densely packed crowd 
wae that three bankers were assassinated, 
blown up by a bomb in their offices. Another 
was that a prominent financier had been 
stabbed to death. The financial district quit 
business for a time. 


Was Physician to Menelik. 

Beaufort, 8. C., Dec. 20.—Charles A. Geiger 
lived here for two years. He was born in 
Roswell, Ga., in 1862. His father was at one 
time a physician at Baltimore, Md. His 
mother was Miss Helen H. Barnwell of Beau- 
fort, . C. 

He spent many years abroad and on com- 
ing back to Beaufort in January, 1906, he 
told friends here that he was at one time 
court physician to King Menelik of Abys- 
sinja and became a friend of Count Sse- 
chenyi, the fancé of Miss Vanderbilt.

Rescuers Unable to Penetrate Wrecked 
Shafts in Pennsylvania. 


Charlesten, W. Va., Dec. 20.—Gov. Daw- 
gon has sent the following telegram te Sen- 
ator Elkins and Senator Scott of West Vir- 


In view of the great mining disasters in 
Pennsylvania, Alabama, and this state, 
whereby nearly 1,000 men have lost their 
lives within the last few days, I earnestly 
suggest that congress immediately adopt a 
Joint resolution creating a commission of 
the best experts to make a thorough investi- 
gation of these frightful disasters. The late 
calamities and the increasing large loss of 
life in mining accidents menace the coal min- 
ing industry of the country.“ 


Mine Tomb Still Unopened. 

Jacobs Creek, Pa., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
Six bodies have been recovered from the 
Darr mine, where an explosion yesterday 
imprisoned nearly 200 men. It is now eeti- 
mated that 190 men are still in the wrecked 
shafts, and no hope is held that any of them 
will be rescued elive. 

Another death was added to the fatalities 

today / when Conrad Schuth, 48 years old, 
crazed by the death in the mine of his son and 
other relatives, committed suicide by drown- 
ing in the river near the mine. 
Mrs. Carrino Delano was restrained from 
siaying herself in the same manner only 
with great difficulty. She lost her husband 
and two sons in the disaster. 


Rescuers Keep Up Task. 

Despite the hopelessness of their task, the 
rescuers today kept up their efforts to reach 
the imprisoned miners: Most of the lat- 
ter are hemmed in by heavy falls of slate, 
a mile and a half beyond the point to which 
the rescuers have penetrated. 

Rescue work has been halted temporar- 
lly, as a vast amount of brattieing must be 
done before it can preceed. The rescuing 
parties, 7,500 feet from thé main entrance, 
have found conditions such that to avert an 
additional disaster precautionary work must 
be done. The poisonous gases must be forced 
from the sections beyond and additional air 
and ventilation must be provided for that sec- 
tion, These safeguards will require hours. 

President John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America telegraphed from In- 
dianapolis authorizing the district officials to 
draw on the national treasury for $1,000 for 
relief of the families of the victims.

As the first question for him to decide on his 
return the secretary of war will be expected 
to intimate to his friends and advisers at 
home that the Columbus headquarters should 
be devoted largely, if not entirely, to the Ohio 
campaign, and that national headquarters 
should be established here, or in New York, 
or Chicago, or all three places, in which the 
work would be in hands more closely in touch 
with esident Roosevelt and with the lead- 
ers in the house and senate who are friendly 
to the Taft movement. 

It is neither probable nor possible that Will- 
lam Loeb Jr., secretary to the president, 
should become the manager of the Taft move- 
ment. Mr. Loeb will remain where he is, for 
the present at least, and when he goes out it 
will be to accept. a business engagement in 
no way connected with politics. 

On the other hand, Mr. Loeb will be a can- 
didate before the district convention at Oys- 
ter Bay for one of the two places as a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention. He is an 
ardent Taft follower, and hie election as a 
delegate from the district in which Secretary 
Courtelyou also lives would be extremely sig- 
nificant. 

The friends of the secretary of the treasury 
could hardly go to work in the primaries in 
opposition to the secretary to the president, 
and if Mr. Cortelyou does not secure his own 
district in Long island it can hardly be er 
pected he would cut much of a figure in the 
New York delegation. 


New York Vote Elates Taft Men. 


There is no doubt that the Taft people have 
been hugely delighted today at the failure of 
the New York committee to indorse Hughes. 
It should not be understood that the Hughes 
resolution was voted down. Nothing of the 
kind was attempted, and if it had been at- 
tempted it is more than doubtful that Chair- 
man Parsons would have been sustained. 

On the other hand, the postponement was 
clearly engineered by the Roosevelt wing in 
New York politics. It was deemed best to 
postpone the indorsement as long as possible, 
so as to give the Taft workers a chance to 
round up as many districts as possible in New 
England and the adjoining states before 
Hughes is actively put into the field. 

The New York county committee is made 
up of politicians, as a matter ofcourse. Gov. 
Hughes is not particularly popular with the 
„ dosses.“ Even the Odell men, who are 
ostensibly supporting Hughes, care for the 
governor only because they know that he and 
President Roosevelt are not entirely in har- 
mony.

The first accident recorded during the 
holidays comes from the Girton school, on 
the north lake shore. , Thursday evening a 
school teacher dressed up as Santa Claus 
got too near a blazing candle. Her cloth- 
ing caught fire and only the quick action 
of her girl pupils saved her from death. 

There doubtless will follow other and 
more serious accidents of the same kind 
before Christmas is over. A little thought } 
and care would prevent them. The good 

people who are to dress and act as Santa 
Claus should select as their apparel ma- 
terint less inviting to fire than cotton 
batting, and they should keep as far away 
from lighted. candles and blazing hearths 
as possible. Christmas trees, usually, 
decorated with inflammable material, have 
been the cause of many deaths. The rib- 
bon and toys of paper sufroundell dy 
burning tapers of wax are ignited easily, 
and when such things happen in a room 
thronged with children there is sure to fol- 
low a panic. 

At every public celebration and in every 
home the gayly ornamented Christmas 
tree, when electric light cannot be had, 
should be divested as far-as possible of 
flimsy streamers that catch easily from 
the tiniest spark, while those who play 
‘the part of Santa Claus ought to see that 
their costumes can defy the lighted candle, 
The carelessness of merrymakers has 
been responsible for many deaths. There 
need be none this year if ordinary precan- 
tions are taken.

St. John Brodrick, now Lord Midleton, had 
meanwhile succeeded Lord Lansdowne as 
minister of war, treated this appeal to the 
public by Sir Henry Colville as a@ gross breach 
of military regulations, and in consequence 
thereof placed this singularly able and bril- 
liant officer on the retired list, where he re- 
mained until his death. R

It is only fair to add that while there is 
but one voice as to Smith Dorrien’s gallantry 
in connection with the Sanna post affair, Sir 
Henry Colville had quite as many champions 
and enthusiastic defenders in military as well 
as civil circles as there were critics. 

In fact, all the adversaries of Lord Kitch- 
ener, professional and otherwise—and they 
are numerous—have always professed to re- 
gard him as sacrificed to Kitchener's blun- 
ders, and a victim to the latter's alleged con-

Sir Henry was a man of large means and of 
ancient birth, his mother having been a 
daughter of the Baronegs de Clifford, the 
twenty-second holder, in her own right, of 
that ancient peerage. 

Sir Henry owed his nickname of “ Odger ”’ 
to the fact that when a young subaltern of 
the guards, in the days of the abolition of 
purchase in the army, he was wont to indorse 
the views of the radical member of parlia- 
ment of that name. 

He was an extremely successful playwright, 
the author of many amusing burlesques, mu- 
sical and otherwise, the composer of any 
quantity of popular songs, an artist of con- 
siderable talent, and, besides, a master of 
many languages, oriental, African. and Euro- 
pean, was a skilMul balloonist, and had per- 
formed the feat of crossing the channel alone 
once in a canoe and once in a small rowboat.

RECI NOTES OF SCIENCE 


Firekfiled timber proves to be as good as 
the live wood for rallroad ties. Its use in 
the. west is increasing. * 

The English torpedo boat destroyer Mo- 
hawk is said to be one of the fastest war 
vessels in the world. It has five turbines, 
three ahead and two astern. It kept up a 
speed of 34% knots for six consecutive hours. 

The blind now have a watch on which the 
hours aré indicated by movable tons on 
relief upon the dial. The wearer finds the 
time by passing his hand over the dial and 
finds the button indicating the hour depressed. 
A strong minute hand shows the minutes. 


A gyroscope was placed on 4 British tor- 
pedo boat, 11% beam and 116 feet long, at 
Tynemouth, Engiand. A gale was blowing 
waves six to eight feet high and 100 feet long. 
The veasel was put broadside to the waves 
and the maximum inclinations were only 15 
degrees. The naval experts believe that the 
gyroscope will soon be placed in passenger 
boats. 

Bananas are now cooled in the cars. The 
air is injected into the cars and allowed to 
fll the interstices of the cargo until it fs ail 
thoroughly chilled. The care are then par- 
tially closed and radiation prevented as much 
as possible, and under thege conditions the 
cargo ie carried on to the next distributing 
point, where a new supply of cold alr is in- 
jected and suitable cooling produced. 

A Belgian hase invented 4 process to draa 
humidity out of building Walls. An experi- 
ment was tried in a room, hygrometrical de- 
gree of the air of which was 1,200 cubic 
meters (42,877.8 cubic feet). At the time a 
strong moldy smell was found to exist. The 
greater part of the wall was covered with 
daltpeter, while the floor or pavement was 
almost continually wet. After testing the 
new system thirty days the hygrometer was 
found to have lowered from 83 degrees to 60 
degrees. The walls had become completely 
dry and the saltpeter and smell had uis- 


appeared. 2 
FOREIGN NOTES OF THE DAT. 


When a Bank of England note returns to 
the bank the cashier's signature is torn off. 
The detachment of signatures fora day often 
weighs twenty pounds. The notes are kept 
for five years, after which they are burned 
in a furnace. Every morning at 7 this fire 
is lighted. Bath week 420,000 notes are con- 
sumed. 

The administration of the / lsace-Larraine 
railways has decided to build at Saarburg a 
great strategic railway station, forty kilo- 
meters from the French boundary. It will 
cost over $3,000,000. Immense platforms 
will be connected with the barracks. The 
French are building a strategic railway from 
Malmedy to Stavelot. 

While Great Britain is the largest buyer 
of French goods, French exports to that 
country, except in certain lines, are declin- 
ing. This is said to be because French man- 
ufacturers have neglected to consult Brit- 
ish markets and try to force articles not 
particularly desired, rat than to ascer 
tain what the Engiish really want. 

Pulque, the Mexican drink, is the ferment- 
ed juice of the agave piant or American 
aloe. A plant will yleld from two quarts to 
a gallon a day of juice, and the gross re- 
céipts of each plant are from $6 to$7. Many 
baciendas have from 20,000 to 30,000 plants. 
The wholesale price is 1 cent a liter, 1.0087 
quarts, and it retails for 4 centavos a liter. 

Vagrancy has become 60 prevalent in Nor- 
way that the government has begun a sys- 
tematic war against tramps, idlers, and 
érunkards. An able bodied man who won't 
work is warned against his manner of life 
and directed where he can get employment. 
Tt Is easier for the government to get work 
for the man than to support him in idle- 
ness. 

In the French senate they have been dis- 
cussing the tecent explosion on board the 
Jena. It was declared that the so-called 
B powders caused it, and the necessity was 

urged of stricter survéillance over the manu- 
facture of powder in France, as well as 
the use of freezing apparatus to keep the 
temperature of powder in magazines under 
77 degrees Fahrenheit.

It is thought there wil! be fittie difficulty in rats- 
ing the $1.000 guarantee among the alumni. A)- 
though oniy three intercollegiate games are per- 
mitted under the present concession the students 
believe Northwestern eventually will return to 
the same conditions regarding football as other 
colleges in the conference.

Good Descriptions of the Literary 
and Artistic Quarter, and People 
Who Inhabit It. 


SUALLY, when a man sits him down 
to write a book, he does so because 
he desires money, or fame. It really 
is a great deal of trouble to write a 
book, and the quite amazing number 

that have been written bear witness, to say 
the least. to the enduring industry of the 
race. It seems as if there must be a rather 
sharp goad or impetus to make a man lay 
aside the pleasant task of living in order to 
write a book. But occasionally a man ap- 


- pears to write because he would rather do 


that than anything else. He writes asa part 
If money comes, why 
of course. If fame 
happens to talk at his door, he will bid her 
enter with all the delight in life—he will bow 
her to a seat with his best grace and feed 
her on honeydew or well seasoned after- 
moon tea, if she chances to prefer it. But 
all the time it is the book that is the thing. 
The good gold and the pleasant seclaim are 
incidents. 

Tt is in this spirit that Mr. Arthur Ran- 
some has written his ‘‘ BOHEMIA IN LON- 
DON.” He had, apparently, quite a number 
of good things which he wanted to say. He 
has not thought much about bie style; he 
hasn't even the fleeting ghost of a desire 
to Impress the world with his scholarship, or 
his importance, or the glory of his acquain- 
tanceship.

The stories he has retold gre six in num- 
ber, The Fisherman and the Gentle, The 
Story of the Ring of the Ebony Isles.“ Ali 
Baba and the Forty Thieves, The Story 
of the Magic Horse, The Story of the 
Wicked Half Baothers,’’ and The Story of 
the Princese of ryabar.’’ 

Mr. Housman is quite at home in dealing 
with the magical and has retold the ancient 
tales with a gest all his own. He knows— 
none better—the many mutations of these 
tales, and has no more scruple in fitting them 
to sult his own day and audience than other 
writers have had in shaping them to theirs 
—or than the pale Scheherazade had when 
she spun them to the thinness of finest flax 
in telling them to save her slender neck! 

It is not alone Mr. Housman's ingenious 
pen, however, that recommends the volume 
which Charles Scribner's Sons convey to 
Americans, but the remarkable drawings of 
Edmund Dulac bear their part. These are 
in color and are half'a hundred in number. 
He has given himself over to a sort of poetic 
realism, and it is the humor, the absurdity, 
and grotesqueness of Scheherazade's dead 
day that he has tried to resuscitate, quite as 
much as the beauty and picturesqueness. 

If the gttar of dead roses floats about these 
pages and the ashes of roses lie thick in 
these ancient gardens, no less do the echoes 
of old laughter seem to stir the ears. 

Mr. Housman in his introduction says: 
Because they contain, though at a low 
pres@ure, the expression of so much life, 
habit, and custom, so many colored and 
secluded interiors, so quaint a commingling 
of crowds, so brilliant and moving a page- 
antry of eastern medievalism, because of 
all these things the ‘Arabian Nights’ still 
retain their perennial charm. Those of us 
who read are all travelers, and never is our 
traveling sense so awakened, perhaps, as 
when we dip into a book such as this whers 
the incredible and the commonplace are so 
curiously blended, and whereJinn and Efreet 


and Magician have far lese interest for us 


now than the silly staring crowds and the 
bobbing camels in the narrow streets, and 
Scheherazade spinning her poor thin yarn 
of wonders that she may share for another 
night the pillow of a homicidal maniac." 

Artist as well as author has caught this 
spirit, and it is into crowded street as well 
as moonlit garden, in Zenana as well as court, 
among eunuchs, kings, beggars, thieves. 
wastrels, and women that he leads us with 
whimsical and fascinating art.

IS AFFECTED BY THE FI- 
NANCIAL PINCH. 


Publishers Do Not Complain, but 
Retailers May Be Overstocked. 
Gossip of Books and Their Authors. 


O far the publishere do not seem to 

have been hit by the hard times, Their 

reports for the year about closing 

are encouraging. but I do not think 

that the booksellers: are happy over 
their Christmas sales. Those persons. who 
are buying books at all ere not buying as 
expensive books as they did last year, They 
are buying books, to be sure, for many peo- 
ple would not feel that Christmas was Christ- 
mas if they did not get their library replen- 
ished. 1 do not mean to say that no ex- 
pensive books are sold, for they are, but not 
as many as last year. You will find that a 
goodly number of people have bought The 
Life and Works of Vittore Carpaccio” 
(Dutton), which is a high priced book, but 
one that no lover of Italian art can afford 
to be without. Not only Italian art, but 
Italian life is vivifed in Carpaccio’s paint- 
ings. You will always tee a group around 
the new volume of Helleu’s portraits (Long- 
mans), which, aside from their other attrac- 
tions, are portraits of well known women of 
wealth and fashion. 

I wonder if you have noticed the unusual 
number of books on Italy in its various as- 
pects that have been published within the 
last few years? Just as every one feems 
to be going to Italy, eo every one seems to be 
writing books about Italy. Hardly a pub- 
Usher but has two or three on his list. Most 
of them dea) with the art or history of Italy, 
but the Putname have one on motoring in 
that country which is likely to make that 
pastime even more popular notwithstanding 
the mountains that must be crossed to get 
there from other parts of Europe. I am 
told that it is almost impossible to keep Mr. 
Bernhard Berenson's books on Italian art in 
stock, the demand for them ig so great. 
Arthur Symons’ volume of essays on Italian 
cities has been a holiday favorite, though it 
is unillustrated. Mr. Symons has a delight- 
ful style @nd in Italian cities he has a sym- 
pathetic subject. 


I am struck by the number of reprints 
and anthologies that are published this year. 
Some one has said that whenever a new book 
is published he reads an o:d one. The re- 
prints may be for his benefit and for those 
like him. It may seem a bold thing on the 
part of the Macmillans to publish Alexandre 
Dumas Memoirs in six volumes, and yet I 
believe that it will prove a successful venture. 
No one can read Mr. Andrew Lang’s intro- 
duction without wanting to read what Dumas 
has written of himself. Mr. Lang is a born 
introducer. As a literary master of cere- 
monies he has few equals. He does not mere- 
ly say Allow me to introduce M. Alexandre 
Dumas and then walk away, but he makes 
you acquainted with his subject sothat when 
the introduction ig ower you are eager to 
know more of him. In other words, he is the 
cocktail that whets the appetite for the feast 
to come. Asa cocktail for Dumas Mr. Lang 
is particularly appetizing. 


I wonder if readers of The Shuttle know 
that they are getting a much lo r story 
in the book than they got in the magagine? 
It had to be cut for magazine purposes— 
not disadvantageously but slightly. It isthe 
best story Mrs. Burnett has written in 
years, and she has been years in writing! &. 
It was certainly more than five years ago 
that she sketched out the plot. The title of 
the book then was to have been Bettina.“ 
but later she decided for The Shuttle.“ 
which is better, I think. As Mrs. Burnett 
wrote this story she set it asd and did other 
things between. One of them, The Dawn 
of a Tomorrow,“ then she went back ¢o 
The Shuttle and wrote and wrote. For 
recreation Mrs. Burnett writes fairy stories. 
She loves children, and therefore she loves 
to write for them. She writes fairy stories 
as easily as she talks. Indeed, once start- 
ed, she talks them, and it ig only a question 
of pad and pencil to write them out. She 
cannot dictate, which is a pity, because she 
talks her stories so easily. Not such stories 
as The Shuttle,” but the fairy stories, and 
they are capital ones. Mrs. Burnett is spend- 
ing the winter in this country, which is not 
her usual custom. Heretofore it has been 
summers here and winters in England. This 
winter she is trying this country, and has 
rented a house belonging to one of the 
Harpers at Sands Point, Long Island. Mrs. 
Burnett is now not only a writer but she 
is an editor as weil, for she is a contributor 
to the Children's magazine, of which her 
son is the publisher, and she is also the edi- 
torial adviser. She is tremendously inter- 
ested in the success of this magazine, be- 
cause she is tremendously interested in the 
success of her son, who, by the way, in- 
herits her love of children and her genius 
for entertaining them. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the stage 
Miss Anglin 
wants it and Miss Robson—Eleanor, not May 
~—wWanis it, and there are others. The role 
of Bettina Vanderpoe? fascinates them, and 
they want to show their public what they 
can do with it. I see neither Miss Angiin 
nor Miss Robson.in this part. If it suggests 
any actress, to my mind, it {is Ethel Barry- 
more. She would certainly fill the eydas 
the brilliant, beautiful Betty, and that is 
something. I think that Mrs. Burnett is 
going to have her hands full to make a play 
out of this story. It is dramatic as a novel, 
but does not seem to me to lend itself to 
the stage, but then neither did the Lady 
of Quality.“ but Mrs. Burnett made a rattling 
good play out of it. 

Some ten or more years ago, when he was 
in his 70e or not more than 80, Mr. John 


Bigelow described himself as the old ret in 
the chetse, the world forgetting by the world 
forgot» Today at 90 he is afar from being the 
ald rat in the cheese, as he was when he so 
described himself. Mr. Bigelow is cne of the 
most alive men in New York today. You 
have got to admit that he is 90—but you 
hesitate to do so, for he is as hale and hearty 
as most men at 60. A few days ago he cele- 
brated his poth birthday at his home on 
Gramercy park. He did not expect any cele- 
bration, but he underestimated his import- 
ance as an honored citizen and the grand 
old man of Gramercy park. From 8 clock 
in the morning, when telegrams, letters, and 
flowers began pouring in, until evening, the 
doorbell never stopped ringing. Surrounded 
by members of his family, his children, and 
his grandchildren, standing under a fine pas- 


tel portrait of Benjamin Franklin, he stood 


in all the dini of his six feet and more 
and received hundreds of congratulations 
from the outside world. It wae only late in 
the autumn that Mr, Bigelow returned from 
a summer abroad and ten to one he will 
spend next summer and. many more in re- 
newing his youth on the other side of the 
water. I believe that he is writing hia auto- 
biography, far he ie busy with some literary 
work in the big, sunny room at the back of 
the house upstairs, which wae@ recently built 
for his comfort and that of his books. There 
is a bigger library at Highland Falls, his 
country home, but hia town library is big 
enough. If you should ask Mr. Bigelow how 
it was that he was eo well and vigorous at 
90 he would tell you that it was because he 
takes no medicine, eats little or no meat, 
drinks neither tea nor coffee, does not sit in 
overheated rooms, wears no flannels, goes 
out in all weathers, and wastes no time. He 
is as well informed in what is going on m 
the European world today as he wae when 
he served his country at tire court & France, 
and he knows what is going on in the world 
at home ae well as he did im the days when 
he was editor of the Evening Post. He has 
a round dozen of books to his credit, all of 
them of more than paseing interest, but it 
will de as the editor of the complete works 
ef Benjamin Franklin and the correct ver- 
sion of his autobiography that he will be 
best known. To have one's namé handed 
down to posterity eide by side with thet of 
Benjamin Franklin ie no mean honor and 
in this case it is well deserved.

“TALES OF ASMALL TOWN” IS 
A MOST DEPRESSING 
BOOK. 

Some of the Stories Are as Low 
Toned as Gorky's, Yet They Deal 

with American Village Life. 


Fever the country village received an ar- 
raignment, it is in “TALES OF A 
SMALL TOWN," by One Who Lived 
here, and who bas chosen, it would ap- 
pear, a diaphanous cloak of anonymity, 

which he shall be permitted to retain, if, as 
Sairey Gamp would put it, he is 80 dis- 
poged.”’ 

Many a man, leaving a village, and Heck- 
ing the last grain of its dust from his shoes, 
has vowed that it was the meanest, most ma- 
liclous, stultifying, and edrroding place on 
earth. It probably was. I often wonder if 
all these people who advise us to return to 
Nature mean that we shall live In a country 
village, where, if we blunder, no one will ever, 
ever forget it, and, it we grow to something 
big, some one may be counted on to remark 
that he knew us when we were of no account, 
and that if the whole truth were told about 
our grandmother's cousin by marriage, pub- 
lic opinion concerning us would be different 
from what it 18. 

It is not, however, of the base farcicali- 
ties of village life that this grim realist has 
written. He has dealt with its heartbreaking 
tragedies, and has made the country village 
not so much a thing to be avoided, as one to 
be anathematized, or placed under universal 
excommunication, so that babies would take 
warning and not be born there, and innocent 
„and happy folk would think of the place as 
being under à sort of spiritual quarantine, 
and mere human beings with frailties would 
avoid itas.a fly would poison fly paper—if he 
knew it was poison. 


— - 

Of course one hopes that no village was 
ever quite so bad as this author implies, but 
there is a terrible accent of trut Min what he 
says. He seems to be telling fearful little 
histories, instead of inventing tales. “A 
Jail Bird is as terrible as if Gorky had 
thought of it, only it ls told in a etraightfor- 
ward American manner, and not with the ut- 
Aerance of that misshapen titan of the nether 
depths who has chosen the werd “ bitter- 
ness for his synonym and nom de plume. 

No one could have been truer to the actual- 
ities than The One Who Lived There.’’ 
Though one might suspect that he had read 
his French and his Russian realists with avid- 
ity, his ideas, his perception, his sympathies, 
and outlook, as well as his literary style are 
all American. He has even chosen to be col- 
loquial in his own person, and to use homely 
and even careless phrases; probably because 
he wished to deal with his subject as if he 
were still of the company of those who speak 
the vernacular. 

I should say that the book wasone of those 
bitter drafts which physicians offer in des- 
perate moments, dnd which send the blood 
racing through slack veins, and put the hot 
thoughts back into the sinking brain. As 
with Gorky. a deep compassion underlies the 
bitterness, and the pity offered is for the

In San Francisco, the city in which wb are 
not surprised to find the bizarre, Mr. Gilett 
Burgess has laid the plot of his “THE 
HEART LINE” (Bobbs-Merrill), a story 
that departs from the well traveled ways of 
novelists. The occult, go called—clairvoy- 
ance, palmistry, spirit rappings, and allied 
arts makes the rude fabric on which the 
stories of men and women are worked. And 
yet it is not a psychological novel. 

We go into’ the back room of the wonder 
worker and see the stage paraphernalia, the 
makeup, and the card system which helps 
the unknown powers over a slip of memory; 
er we remain in the reception room and 
watch the credulous come in and depart 
happy.

Press messages from Washi on statin 
another bill aimed at 9 in e 
futures had been introduced in congress, and 
relating principally to grains, did not make 
much of a stir on the board. The bill la un- 
derstood to be along the same lines as the 
anti-option bill relating to cotton introduced 
some time ago by Representative Burleson.

All cables from Argentina during the ses- 
sioh reported unsettled weather and rains, 
and some of them, if confirmed, indicate 
serious damage. Danvers, Broomhall's 
agent, cabled that in the western district 
of Buenos Ayres wheat has been damaged 
to the extent of 25 per cent by recent rains.

MBartlett-Frazier’s 
correspondent cabled: “ Rain has recom- 
menced in Argentina and the weather is bad.“

cable to the New York produce exchange was 
confirmatory of the preceding. 


Finley Barrell & Co: gave out the follow- 


ing late in the day: Have just received a 
cablegram from our crop expert in the Ar- 
gentine, George M. Le Count, which reads 
as follows: ‘ Do not think that rain has in- 
jured the wheat in the sections I have vis- 
ited. The crop has been slightly damaged 
by hail.” Mr. Le Count has visited the Santa 
Fé and Cordoba districts and part of Buenos 
Ayres district, an area which comprises fully 
two-thirds of the wheat producing acreage 
of the Argentine. We wired him to make a 
full investigation of the amount of damage 
done by rains in Argentine, and the above is 
his report. 

‘“‘ Bradstreet's makes the weekly ship- 
ments from America 4,300,000 bu,“ said a 
leading bull. The world’s shipments prob- 
ably will not exceed seven millions, of which 
six millions will be for Europe, and as they 
need from ten to twelve millions a week 
over there it does not look as though they

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GOVERN MENT SAYS 
CROPS ARE SHORT 


Federal Report Indicates That 
Yields Will Not Reach Last 
Year’s Record Marks. 


FARMERS-LOSE NOTHING. 


Statement Says, Agriculturists 
Are More than Compensated 
by High Prices. 


The final estimates of the government crop 
reporting bureau for 1907 were given out 
yesterday, and indicated that while the lead- 
ing crops are short of the record yields of last 
year high prices have more than compen- 
sated the farmers of the country for the dis- 
crepancy in production. 

In general, the final estimates tally closely 
with the preliminary figures given out earlier 
in the fall, but in one or two instances the 
revised returns showed slightly larger pro- 
duction, due to enlarged estimates of the 
acreage. 

Corn is first in the list, both as to total yield 

farm value of the crop, the production— 

502. 000,000 bushels mparing with 2,927, 
000,000 bushels a year ago. Although the 
crop was materially less than last year, the 
average price per bushel, given at 51.T centa, 
raised the farm value of the crop to $1,340,- 
446,000, as compared to 41, 100, 626, 000 a year 


ago.

The average weight per bushel of winter 
wheat was given at 58.0 pounds and of spring 
wheat at 56.0 pounds. Last year the respec- 
tive weights per bushel of winter and spring 
wheat were 58.2 pounds and 56.5 pounds. 

The government's estimate of the average 
weight of oats furnished the main surprise 
of the report, placing the average per bushel 
at 29.4 pounds, as.compared to 32 pounds last 
year. Receivers here were looking for the 
government to estimate the weight in the 
neighborhood of 25 pounds or even less, bas- 
ing their expectations on the light weight of 
the oats received so far this season. All re- 
ports from the country also have been of a 
remarkably light weight.

Conditions shown by the report have been 
known generally for some time, and it was 
the general opinion last night on the curb 
that the final figures would have but little 
effect on the market. 


PULLMAN HEARING ADJOURNED.

Resumed in Chicago Before Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 20.—The Pullman car 
Rearing before Special Examiner Marble 
was adjourned today,and probably will be 
resumed in Chicago, where it can be held 
before the interstate commerce commission 
and where the general officers of the Pull- 
man company can be brought intoedurt.
